Dallas, Texas, October 13. — Today opened a new 
ei>oeh in Texas racing. With six running races a 
day, the entrance to purses abolished and no purse 
less than $300 Dallas has taken its place among 
the coming ra<7ing centers of America. A crowd 
of at least 6,000 people crowded the .stand while 
twenty-fotir bookmakers drew in f<w three days, 
'rhe day was cold and threatening and the crowd 
an.l business were remarkable nnder the conditions. 
The first race resulted in a head yictory for Henry 
Bachelor’s fast mare. Lady Vashtl, which beat 
Toots Mook, the Canadian wonder and others. The 
seiond race, a selling affair for two-year-olds, went 
to George Baldwin’s Montalban, which beat The 
Bear a h«id. The third race marked the appearance 
of .7. W. Fuller's good colt. First Premium. He 
w.ns at odds-on and had a hn.sy time to beat Dr. 
Hollis a head. Dm-bark, Scalplock and Hallie Sher- 
man were the other winners. Joseph A. Murphy 
is the presiding judge. ^The meeting will end 
October 28. It is being conducted under the 
auspices of the State Fair of Texas.

INTEREST IS RIFE IN THE HARBOR HILL. 



Billy Garth Believes in T. S. Martin — St. Kevin May 
Bring the Cup to Mr. Cotton. 



New York. October 13. — If history repeats itself, 
St. Kevin will win the Harbor Hill Steeplechase 
Cup at Belmont Park next Thnrwlay and the beiitl- 
fnl silver trophy, which In addition to the $3,000 Is 
given by Clarence H. Maekay, will become the per- 
manent prmK'rty of Mr. Cotton. This race for three- 
year-old jumpers had its first mnnltig last year and 
was won by Mr. Cotton’s Delcanta. Delcanta had 
previously won the race which was Taken by St. 
Kevin last Thursday. However, it would be hard 
to convince many local race-goers and particularly 
the owners of several of the Harbor Hill eligihles, 
just at this stage, that history Is going to repeat 
itself. T. S. Martin won the first of the three races 
that have been run by these youngsters. In the sec- 
ond he unshipped his rider and the race went to 
Commodore Fontaine. He was not eligible tn wifiTi 
■n the race won hy St. Kevin. It was for maidens. 
In the first two races Realm finished second. His 
showing in the third was too had to he true. In the 
race won by St. Kevin, Mr. McCann was a close 
contender in fast time. So here are five horses that 
must be given rhe deepest consideration. Indeed, 
there will l)e s<jme sharp betting on this race 'Thurs- 
day . 

It is clear that Gwyn Tompkins Is training a horse 
of goo<l class in St. Kevin, and no man who handles 
steeplechasers l>etter understands schooling a jumixT 
than he does. >St. Kevin was bretl at James R. 
Keene’s Castleton Stud, and he is ii full brother to 
Virginia Earle and a half brother to Stolen Moments 
and Ballot. Cerito, his dam, is one of the most 
highl.v prized of the matrons at Castleton. She is 
a daughter of Lowland Chief — Merry Dance, by Don 
caster. Her second dam was Highland Fling, by 
Scottish Chief. 

'Tompkins has been working on St. Kevin the 
better part of the year .and he is confident the 
St. Leonards gelding has learned the art of jumping. 
One thing is certain — St. Kevin knows the Belmont 
Dark course like a book. 'Hib big jumps do not 
daunt him in the lea.et. Altogether, Mr. Cotton has 
every reason to feel that lie lias as gfxxl a horse 
this sesisoii as lie hnd last year in Delcanta. 

BUb’ Garth is unreserved in his claim that T. S. 
•Martin will win the Ilartior Hill. He saw St. 
Kevin win and said after the race: "T. S. M.artin 

will beat that fellow flft.v or sixty yards.’’ Garth 
is not afraid T. S. Martin will make the mistake 
he did in his second race at Brighton. Gallagher 
did not know tlie Virginia gelding well and took 
him too briskly to his first fence. That was the 
reason the horse pecked and unseated him. Terry, 
the regular rider of the Garth stable, w'ho will have 
tlie mount In the Harbor Hill, has schooled T. S. 
Martin all summer and understands the gelding. 

In Mr. McCann the NevlHe-Pfizer combination will 
have a good representative. Mr. M<‘Cann is not as 
fast a jumper as Herculoid, but he is an eminently 
safe one, and he learned something Thursday. He 
was as green as could be the first three-quarters 
of a mile. He all but halted before his fences, and, 
after taking them, landed fiatfooted. But when he 
got well into the spirit of the race be braced np 
valiantly and ran and jumped the last mile and a 
quarter like a veteran. Mr. McCann is a (borouglily 
sdiooled and trained horse. Eugene Finnegan will 
ride him.

IMPORTANT SALE AT LEXINGTON. 



Lexington. Ky., Oeti>ber 13. — The .sale of tborongh- 
IwihI liorses wliicli i.s to lie held here under the 
anspifes of the Fasig-Tipton Company, beginning 
.November 20, will be one of the most important 
in this section in the past half-a-dozen years. It 
will tie marked by the dispersal of four stiid.s. A 
clause in the will of the late Captain S. S. Brown 
makes it imperative that the executor of his es- 
late sell nil the stallions and mares at Senorita 
I'arm. The farm itself however, does not necessarily 
have i<> be sold by aiietiou. Chptain W. Harry 
Brown has the privilege of retaining this by satis- 
fying the other heirs of his deceased lirother. He 
has made no puiilic announcement of his iuteutioas. 
.Some persons, however, wlio profess to know his 
plans, say that he was so impressed with the high 
average obt.alned for the yearlings from Senorita 
Farm last spring that he deems it good business 
policy to continue the breeding establishment under 
the management of Max .Samiielsoii. These persons 
cxi>ec.t to see lilm the Imyer of the choicest of the 
mares. There is apt to l>e stout bidding for Garry 
Hermann. TTiis hors«‘ lias shown tliat, properly 
mated, he will make good as a sire. 

.\nother stud to lie dispersed is Oakwood, wbicli 
w.as so successfully eondiioteil by Charles F. Mc- 
.Meckiu. who lost his life in the wreck at Salisbery, 
EngUmtl. July 1. Like Captain Brown, Mr. .Mc- 
Meekln specified in his will that his horses should 
all b»* 5iold. Woolsthorpe is the premier stallion at 
oakwoiHl and .among the mares is Sallie of Navarre, 
the dam of Salvidere. 

R. Hi .\nderson will part with all of the horses 
in Tea’s Over Stud, whleh was named in honor of 
the dam of Dick Welles, Ort Wells and Security. 
David Gideon, when he leased Holmdel Farm in New 
Jersey, to E. R. 'Thomas, removed all of his mares 
to Kentucky. He ha.s now decided to depart from 
the ranks of the breeders and to devote his time 
exclusively to racing. He will sell these mares, 
bnfwlll retain bis yearlings and weanlings. 

In addition to all of the breeding stock, there will 
be large consignments of yearlings from Milton 
Young’s McGrathiana Stud, James B. Hoggin’s Elmen- 
dorf Stud, and John E. Madden's Hamburg Place. 
Many l>argainB have come out of this late autumn 
bale In past years, noticeable instances being Endur- 
ance by Right and Ram’s Horn. 



New York, Octol>er 13. — Charles Reed announces 
tlwit he has decidetl to sell Falrvlew Farm. The 
veteran breeder iuid racing man has disposed of all 
his horses and for more than a year has l*een raising 
fancy poultry and rabbits on the mjignificent estate 
in Tennessee which was the home of many iiotcsl 
thoroughbre<is. He says he Is growing too old to 
give the farm, the care it requires and for that 
reason must disiiose of it. Fairview embraces 1.957 
acres of land on the Cnmberland River, in Franklin 
County, Tennessee, and is one mile and a half 
from St. Blaise station on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad. This station was named In honor of 
the great Engllsli stallion for which Mr. Ree<l 
iwid $ltX>.000 at the dispersal of the establishment 
of tlie ehler Belmont several years ago. The old 
horse is now back in the Nursery Stud at l^exingtoo, 
Ky., .\ngiist Belmont having bought him at tlie 
s.ale of Mr. Reed’s horses.

He showed himself to be pretty 
shifty at it. and Knebelkamp tnmed down an offer 
of $1,5(K) for him. The horse injured his leg in the 
early part of the Latonia spring meeting, and as 
Knebelkamp got into trouble later he gave the horse 
Jo Frank Duffy, the ex-steeplechase jockey. Duffy- 
got the horse np again, and had him in training 
at Latoriia and expected to start him ^ New Or- 
leans.

THE CAirSE OF JOHN M. T.’B DROPPED KNEES. 

Eogrliih *nd French Fence* Ar« DecWeflly Weaker 
Than Thoee at Briinoift Aurt. 

Commenting open the quality of the croes-oountry 
horses lately brought Into the United States from 
England, Sports of the Times says In its current 
Issue: 

“The English and French fences of today are weak, 
and the average English horse is accustomed to rise 
just so far and ‘brush’ through the rest. Hence the 
dropped knees of John M. P., which are considered 
ft fatal defect here, and undoubtedly due to the 
•soft’ fences over which be has been ridden at 
home. 

“Not only that, but the English and French fences 
are not nearly so stout as those at Belmont Park, 
nor do they average so high. I am told, on the besi 
of authority, that even the famous ‘National’ course 
has been so transformed one would scarcely know 
it. The fences have been cut down by wholesale, 
the brook dried up to about two-thirds of its normal 
capacity, and everything treated along the same 
line. That the landings at most of the water jumps 
are very bad, and that the famed plough is reallj- 
a ‘manufactured’ plough, and not at all what its 
name would Imply, to those who have had experi- 
ence with the deep ‘plough’ of England in iwtnral 
country. 

“If all this lie really so, one can no longer wonder 
when horses from such a country strike the stiff, 
well built, five foot ‘average’ fences of Belmont 
Park, there Is a different story to tell. One which 
may In a measure explain why a dashing horse like 
John iM. P., or Desert Chief, which have done .so 
well, under weight, up to two miles and over In 



England, should fence 00 aloyenly — especially over 
water— 'When they come here, 

“Most ef ns, for long years, have felt In onr 
(leasts tlfat the hSoKlisb etesggaobineE wfe par exceU* 
ence, even if Qi3 wA safi 4t. We emiIed-*to onr* 
selves — when anyone spoke of faking an American 
luH’se over to compete in some of the cross-country 
classics, but. If things are as we are told by abso- 
lutelv Impartial judges, men who know’ what they 
see." and when they see it. If things are so. W’ell 
there is little doubt that Good and Plenty, Land of 
Clover, or several before these, would have given .an 
extraordinarily good account of themselves If they 
liad been taken over, good and fit. 

•’Of <a>ur.se this will precipitate the usual storm, 
in a teacup, from those who Imagine the ‘National’ 

' is still the ‘Natioiuil,’ and who still imagine that 
the English chsser of parts brings his knees up 
sharply, an.i carries his ho<’ks well under him, at his 
fences. We have now seen Gate Bell, Sea Horse II., 
Phil May, Desert Chief, and .John M. P., and there 
Is no possible doubt of the superiority of, possibly, 
ten American horses of the last decade to any of 
this imported stock, at two miles and .a half or 
over. 

“We have not a raft of world beaters here, we 
have few comparatively really good horses In the 
steeplechase division, Iml, It the above mentioned 
Imported sunk are at all representative of the liest 
there Is in England, onr tiest — few as they may nave 

l^,pn of the pa.st decade would surely have made 

them sit up .and take notice. At least that is the 
plain opinion of a tn.an who knows lioth countries, 
who h.as walked over the ‘National’ course In the 
old days, also that at Aiitell, and who has ridden 
more cross-<'oiintry races In his wild and verdant 
youth than he now cares to rememher.”
